Dist. 15 Still Seeks Seven Teachers 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows School Dist. 


15 still needs to fill seven teacher posi- 
tions for the next school year. 


According to Paul Jung, Dist. 15's per- 


sonnel director, the teachers are needed 
to fill positions at the junior high school 
level. "I'm not worried." Jung said, 
"I'm sure the vacancies will be filled in 
time for the opening of school." 


Jung mentioned the district has hired 


55 new teachers as opposed to last year's 
174. This difference he explained is due 
to a very low turnover in staff personnel. 


"There are several reasons for this." 


he noted, "teachers can't be as mobile as 
they once were. They can't move from 
suburban to suburban school system. 
There is a tremendous supply of teachers 
in the area." 


ME CONTINUED, "The schools are 


graduating a great number of teachers 
and many people who either live in the 
district now or are moving in are quali- 
fied teachers. We also have fewer teach- 


ers going out on maternity leave this 
year." 


"We stopped taking applications fnr 


teaching positions in mid-March," Jung

Mrs. Lorita Langley, Dist. 15's curricu- 


lum director, said the classes will be 
held in remedial reading for students 
presently in grades two through eight 
and remedial math classes will be held 
for children in grades three through 
eight. 


MRS. Langley also mentioned speech 


correction classes will be held for any 
student who resides in Dist. 15 and has 
been recommended by a speech correc- 
tionist to participate in the program. 


"The summer school program includes

A total of 480 students have enrolled 


for Dist. 15's summer sessions. Twenty 
eight teachers have been retained for the 
program. 


said "We had 800 applications at that 
time. This gave us a ratio of 50 appli- 
cants for each job available." 


"We have created eight new staff posi- 


tions for next yeer," Jung remarked. 
"This brings the staff up to 551. The new 
positions are at the junior high level. 
When the two new schools, Willow Bend 
and Pepper Tree open, we will probably 
need 25 more teachers. But," he re- 
peated, "Due to the great supply of 
teachers we should have no problems." 


JUNG ALSO SAID the district 
is 


pleased with the quality of people it has 
employed for the coming year. "It's good 
that we can afford to be choosy." 


The new teachers have not signed con- 


tracts because of the pending salary ne- 
gotiations. They have been hired by let- 
ters of commitment which, Jung as- 
serted, is as binding as a contract.

Ar additional $5,000 has been appro- 


priated 
to 
Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows 


School Dlst. 15's Developmental Reading 
Program for the 1969-70 school year. 


The money is granted to the district by 


the federal government under the Title I 
Act. Money is given on the basis of the 
number of economically disadvantaged 
students in the district and is used to 
help the educationally disadvantaged. 


CHILDREN RECEIVE individualized 


instruction from a reading teacher con- 
sultant on the basis of low educational 
achievement in relation to their ability. 
These students, designated by their 
teachers as underachieve™, meet twice 
a week with a consultant for 20 minutes 
to one-half hour to receive tutelage. 


The funds are available to Dist. 15 be- 


cause according to federal census figures 
there are 141 children from low income 
families in the district. 


The extra provision has been used to 


hire three more teacher aides to work 
full time and to retain the original three 


aides working in the program until the 
end of the year. 


Six schools are involved in the reading 


program. They are Gray M. Sanborn, 
Joel Wood. Central Road, Kimball Hill, 
Marion Jordan and Stuart Paddock. 


Each consultant teacher is responsible 


for two schools and spends two and one 
half days at each every week. The extra 
three aides make it possible to have one 
aide assigned to a school full-time. 


The schools were chosen according to 


their concentration of economically de- 
prived students. According to Miss Vir- 
ginia Tolk, program coordinator, a sur- 
vey was taken at the beginning of the 
year of all students at each school. They 
were put in descending order according 
to their number concentration and the 
top six were chosen to house the Reading 
Centers 


The Developmental Reading Program 


was instituted in Dibt 15 in March, 1966. 
The district must apply annually for 
funds to continue the program each year.

Parents Approve 
Tuition Increase 


Parents of children at Our Lady of the 


Wayside School. 4')2 S Mitchell Ave , Ar- 
lington Heights, have approved a tuition 
increase for the 1970-1971 school year 


A final count of the postcard ballots 


showed 254 in fjvor of the increase with 
39 voting to reject the proposal of the 
school board 


DONALD KLEIN, chairman of the 


school board, said the increase from $125 
to $160 per family per year is due to an 
increase in general operating costs 
Klein said the costs have increased 13 
per cent for the coming school year, and 
that the school has experienced a 10 per 
cent approximate increase for each of 
the last few years 


Klein said there are approximately 


1,230 students enrolled at the school, rep- 
resenting about 600 families. With the av- 
erage cost of educating each child at $240 


per year, he said the parish will still face 
a deficit of about $320 ]>er family. 


The difference. Klein said, is made up 


through "the general collection fund and 
other fund drives, including the School 
Deficit Drive " 


KLEIN NOTED THE tuition rate at 


the school will still be lower than that in 
neighboring Catholic grade schools. "We 
have been historically lower, and the 
family plan helps to keep it low," he 
said 


In other area Catholic schools, the tui- 


tion rates for one child reportedly range 
from $130 to $195, Rates for two children 
have ranged from $175 to $245, and for 
three or more children from $215 to $285.

Parks 
—New 
Areas

A News Analysis 


Striving towards the concept of com- 


munity parks, the Arlington Heights 
Park District over the last few years has 
offered more playground programs in 
newer areas of the village and fewer ac- 
tivities close to home for residents of 
some older areas. 


A close study of park district summer 


program brochures for the last 10 years 
will show that the major cutbacks have 
been in activities offered at Arlington 
High School, 502 W. Euclid St.; Dryden 
School, 722 Dryden Ave.; Evergreen 
Park at Grove Street, Gibbons Avenue 
and Forrest Avenue; Greens Park, Olive 
Street and Douglas Avenue. 


At the same time, as activities offered 


during the summer at these locations 
have been cut back, the programs at oth- 
er sites have increased. 


IN SOME CASES, newer parks have 


taken over the job of offering activities 
in school buildings. However, in the area 
of Olympic Park, across the street from 
Arlington High School, no alternative 
close location has been offered. This is 
also true of programs formerly offered 
at Dryden School and Greens and Ever- 
green Parks. 


At Arlington High School in 1960, the 


park district offered an all-day super- 
vised playground, 10 tennis classes and 
classes in baton, drama, crafts, model 
making, dance and tumbling. By 1969, 
the district offered the same types of 
classes but cut back tennis classes to 
four. 


This year, only tennis lessons and 


physical fitness for junior high school 
boys will be offered. Only swimming les- 
sons will be offered at Olympic Park. 


This area also lost close-to-home pro- 


grams in the early 1%0's. Baton lessons, 
crafts and an all-day supervised play- 
ground were offered at Virginia Terrace 
Park, near the corner of Thomas Avenue 
and Yale Avenue. No activities are of- 
fered there now. 


WITH THE PHASING out of activities 


at the Arlington High School locations, 
one might think that more programs 
would be offered at Hasbrook Park, 333 
W. Maude St. The park is in the same 
general geographic section of the village 


However, the list of activities offered 


at Hasbrook shows a decrease in the 
number of classes. A total of 25 various 
classes were scheduled for 1969's sum- 
mer while 17 are scheduled for this sum- 
mer. 


Programs at Dryden School were of- 


fered in 1960, including an all-day super- 
vised playground and classes in drama, 
crafts, baton and dance. In the mid-60's. 
tennis lessons were added. 


In 1969, the selection included one bat- 


on, two drama, two crafts, one dance, 
three tennis, one tiny tot and three tum- 
bling classes. This year, only two crafts, 
three tennis, one tiny tot and three tum- 
bling classes will be offered. 


ANOTHER 
AREA OF the village 


where residents will have no activities 
close to home surrounds Green Park 
Last year, the park district offered a 
half-day playground program, baton, 
crafts, supervised Softball, dance, cheer- 
leading, tiny tots, drama and tumbling 
No activities are offered there this year. 


Other locations where activities have 


been phased out during the last 10 years 
includes Evergreen Park and Dunton 
School, 1200 S. Dunton Ave. 


Locations added to the list of places 


offering activities include Frontier Park 
in the Greenbrier subdivision area, Heri- 
tage Park in the Surrey Ridge area and 
Raven Park in Berkley Square. 


DEMMAREE CARNS, superintendent 


of recreation for the park district, said 
that the activities this year were pro- 
grammed to concentrate on the major 
park sites. These sites include Pioneer, 
Heritage, Recreation, Frontier, Camelot 
and Hasbrook 


However, in the process, residents who 


in previous years had activities almost in 
their backyard win have to travel miles 
to attend programs.

The Arlington Heights Youth Commis- 


sion came under fire last night from its 
own chairman. 


William Burroughs, attending on exec- 


utive session of the Arlington Heights 
Village Board, candidly answered the 
trustees' questions about the youth com- 
mission's function and its effectiveness. 


Asked by Trustee Jim Ryan if he could 


justify the existence of a youth commis- 
sion based on its accomplishments In the 
village.

what the biggest need that youth had in 
A r l i n g t o n Heights, Burroughs said. 
"What kiiN need most is access to a cor- 
ner store where 'hey won't get thrown 
out when they buy a dime coke 


"The biggest need we serve is to a 


small bunch of kids I think, on a relative 
scale, our most real need is to help the 
kids with problems." 


Burroughs added that his commission 


is currently studying the area of coun- 
seling in the village and would report 
brick to the trustee with its conclusions 
on the possible need for additional youth 
counseling. 


ASKED ABOt'T his relationship with 


the park bojrd. Burroughs said he had 
limited contacts with the park adminis- 
tration, and on the whole, "the relation- 
ship is not particularly outstanding."

GOP Group Blasts 
Harper, Students 


T h e 
Republican 
Organization of 


Schaumburg Township 
(ROOST) at- 


tacked Harper College students, faculty 
and board for flying the American flag 
at half-staff last month. 


ROOST's executive board unanimously 


passed a resolution condemning "the for- 
cible lowering of the flag to half mast" 
by some students and faculty members 
and "castigated the Harper Board for 
condoning the action officially after the 
fact," last week. 


(The flag was lowered to half-mast by 


students following the shooting deaths of 
four Kent State students in Ohio.) 


"What we're concerned about is the 


use of physical force and threats of vio- 
lence to debase our national symbol," 
said Donald L. Totten, GOP com- 
mitteeman. 


"And we're also disgusted with the col- 


lege board members who approved the 
action against the wishes of the commu- 
nity they are supposed to represent. 


"THE RESOLUTION defends the right 


of each individual to protest peacefully. 
We have no quarrel with minorities who 
democratically express their points of 
view in demonstrations, marches, pa- 
rades and what-have-you, provided force 
and violence are not used to accomplish 
symbolic ends," Totten said. 


The text of the resolution states: 
"Whereas the Republican Organization 


of Schaumburg Township 
recognizes, 


supports and defends the right of individ- 
uals and groups to protest peacefully the 
actions of their representatives, 


"And 
whereas we also support the 


right of faculty members of public in- 
stitutions to participate in political activ- 
ity as individuals, 


"And 
whereas we further deplore the 


use of physical or coercive force to de- 
base national symbols, 


"And whereas it is our contention that 


public representatives should reflect the 
majority opinion of their constituency, 


"BE IT THEREFORE resolved that 


ROOST go on record as abhoring the re- 
cent debasing of the American flag by an 
irresponsible minority of Harper College 
students, the active lack of objectivity 
displayed by a small group of Harper 
College faculty in participating in that 
activity, and the lack of moral fibre dis- 
played by the Harper College Board in 
officially condoning this use of force 
against the expressed wishes of the com- 
munity which it represents." 


Totten said the flag at Harper flies not 


only for the students, faculty and admin- 
istrators, but for the taxpayers who sup- 
port the college as well. 


"Regrettable as the incident which 


triggered the action may have been, by 
statute it is the President alone who may 
order the half-staffing of the flag. The 
vast majority of Harper area citizens 
support this procedure, and the college 
board does wrong if it ignores this fact,'' 
Totten said. 


THE COMMITTEEMAN also deplored 


the increasing violence associated with 
student protests throughout the nation. 
"This is an extremely dangerous trend, 
for force breeds force and violence, vio- 
lence. Protestors must realize that they 
are not the only ones who can get up- 
tight. The New York construction work- 
ers are a good illustration of that," Tot- 
ten said. 


He added that if the trend is not 


stopped, polarization and civil strife will 
result. "Students should not be mere fol- 
lowers and me-tooers of radicals, revolu- 
tionaries and rabblerousers, whose sole 
aim is to tear down, not build up. 


"If 
they speak 
calmly 
and1 dis- 


passionately, we'll listen, and we hope 
they'll 
return 
the courtesy. Under- 


standing is a two-way street," Totten 
said.

recreation and park district management 
to the curriculum within the last few 
years. 


"I HAVE A non-teaching degree, which 


is one of the basic differences between a 
degree in recreation and one in physical 
education. The recreation curriculum at 
Wisconsin State includes a little bit of 
everything from learning the basic skill? 
for all sports to learning the basics in 
business administration and manage- 
ment. My college outline also included 
courses in music and art," she said. 


After her graduation from WSU in 


1969, Pam was offered a job with the 
park district in Branford, Conn. "I en- 
joyed the work but I wanted to come 
back to the Midwest. I didn't like the 
East Coast at all because the people are 
so unfriendly. They're very cold and 
hard to get to know. At least I thought 
so, and it was difficult trying to plan rec- 
reation for unfriendly people," she said.

district is small compared to the DCS 


Plaines district, and it's not as financial- 
ly sound. Most of the money was spent in 
maintaining buildings because the park 
district didn't share any facilities with 
the school district like we do here. 


"As soon as school's out for the sum- 


mer in this area, the park district moves 
in and utilizes the buildings and play- 
grounds for recreation and park district 
programs. But in Connecticut, the school 
and park districts have separate pro- 
grams," Pam explained. 


Although she's only been working for 


the Des Plaines district since May 18, 
she's no stranger to her profession and 
she knows what needs to be done to meet 
the recreational needs of each and every 
individual in the park district. "A lot of 
hard work. The goal is always to provide 
programs for every age group, but it's a 
difficult task especially since park dis- 
trict programming has never had the pri- 
ority that it does now. 


"THE MONEY IS available now, not 


b'ke it was years ago, to finance a varie- 
ty of programs with different age groups 
specifically in mind, and park district 
programming just has to catch up now. 
Most park districts fall short in meeting 
the needs of high school students and se- 
nior citizens," she explained. 


"Our senior citizens group is very ac- 


tive, but it would be fun to expand and 
add new programs for them. The group 
now meets twice a week plus we sched- 
ule one field trip for them each month, 
and this August, they have an opportuni- 
ty to spend three weeks in Europe on a 
tour arranged by the park district. 


"Although they seem to be kept busy, 


it would be fun to expand the program 
because they're so appreciative of every- 
thing we do for them. This is my favorite 
age group because they enjoy the pro- 
gram and they're thankful for the atten- 
tion. Without programs organized by the 
park district, they'd be sitting home," 
she explained. 


IN ADDITION TO helping the senior 


citizens, Pam's interested in starting 
programs for high school students and 
pre-school children. "Traditionally, not 
much has been planned for these age 
groups, and the need now is a very real 
one. It just takes time, and one of these 
days we'll have a teen center and expand 
our programs which will be geared espe- 
cially for them, too. 


"That's really what I hope my contri- 


butions will be in the field of recreation. 
To try and meet as many different recre- 
ation needs as possible."

Adlai E. Stevenson HI, Democratic 


candidate (or United States Senator, will 
bring his campaign to the Northwest sub- 
urbs this week in an attempt to crack 
what has generally been solid Republi- 
can territory. 


High point of the week for local Demo- 


crats wilt be visits to Palatine and Mount 
Prospect tomorrow morning. 


Stevenson, currently serving as state 


treasurer, will meet with Palatine Town- 
ship Democrats for breakfast at 9 a.m., 
Wednesday, at the Beef 'n' Barrel Res- 
taurant. Algonquin Road near Quentin 
Road, Schaumburg. 


SEVERAL hundred Democrats are ex- 


pected to greet Stevenson at the break- 
fast. 


Following that, Stevenson will ride to 


the Randhurst Shopping Center, Mount 
Prospect where he will spend about two 
hours greeting shoppers. 


Wednesday's visit to the Northwest 


suburbs follows two days of campaigning 
in Lake and DuPage Counties and in the 
eastern end of the 13th Congressional 
District. 


Monday, he swung through Lake Coun- 


ty and greeted shoppers at Old Orchard 
Shopping Center, Skokie. 


He also campaigned in Evanston and 


Elgin Monday and is scheduled to spend 
this afternoon and evening in DuPage 
County. 


Stevenson's visit to the Northwest sub- 


urbs is his third of the campaign against 
Sen. Ralph T. Smith. Earlier this year, 


he spoke at candidates' nights in Wheel- 
ing and Elk Grove Townships and he 
also was the featured speaker at the an- 
nual Wheeling Township Democratic Or- 
ganization dinner-dance last month. 


Monday afternoon, Stevenson told Her- 


ald reporters he considers the suburban 
area "the balance of power in the state." 


He said suburban voters are more in- 


dependent minded and do not have the 
"rigid political ideas" held by downstate 
residents or Chicagoans. 


"WITH THE population growth we've 


seen in the suburbs, it has to be consid- 
ered a very key area in the campaign," 
he added. 


Stevenson said major issues he has 


found among suburban voters have been 
mass transportation needs, pollution and. 


the cost of living, with real estate taxes 
and school problems of particular finan- 
cial concern. 


"I've also found more concern with the 


war in the suburbs," he said, and ex- 
plained that a higher education level and 
greater economic threat were likely to be 
among the main reasons for the concern. 


Stevenson and Smith will meet at the 


polls on Nov. 3, with the winner getting 
the four years remaining on the term 
won by the late Sen. Everett M. Dirksen 
in 1968. 


Dirksen died in September, 1969, and 


Smith was appointed to the vacancy by 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie. 


Stevenson has served as treasurer 


since 1966 Mowing a two-year term in 
the Illinois House of Representatives.

nications network. 


He said the private network would 


more effectively coordinate dispatches, 
reduce competition in relation to the pre- 
sent local dispatching system, enable 
maximum use of the network channel 
and improve the response time. 


He also said it would improve coopera- 


tion between village police departments 
and be a more economically feasible op- 
eration. 


Arlington Heights and Elk Grove Vil- 


lage already have agreed to take part in 
the program and would share the com- 
munications network with Mount Pros- 
pect. 


THE 
EQUIPMENT 
center, 
which 


would include a new console and 10 new 
mobile units, was proposed to be located 
in Arlington Heights, but Barnett and 
Jenkins indicated last night that the cen- 
ter may be established in Elk Grove. 


Theoretically — based on the ratio of 


the populations of the villages that would 
be involved in the program — Arlington 
Heights would man the central office 
with five men while Mount Prospect 
would contribute two and Elk Grove one. 


Epstein said that the Federal Commu- 


nications Commission would supply the 
private channel and the funds for the 
project would come from the federal gov- 
ernment through the newly formed Illi- 
nois Law Enforcement Commission. 


If a participating village wished not to 


continue 
with the 
central 
commu- 


nications program, the equipment would 
remain the property of that village. 


EPSTEIN ALSO SAID that if other vil- 


lage police departments wish to partici- 
pate in the project at a later date it 
would be up to the villages licensed to 
operate the channel to let them in, and 
there would be no "federal intervention." 


He said that a central dispatch com- 


munications office is established in Mus- 
kegon County, Mich., and services eight 
communities. The length of the trial 
basis, he said, is not definite and is left 
to the discretion of the participating vil- 
lages.

Pam said recreation has just recently 


been recognized as a profession, and the 
majority of colleges and 
universities 


across the country have added courses in 
recreation and park district management 
to the curriculum within the last few 
years. 


"I HAVE A non-teaching degree, which 


is one of the basic differences between a 
degree in recreation and one in physical 
education. The recreation curriculum at 
Wisconsin State includes a little bit of 
everything from learning the basic skills 
for all sports to learning the basics in 
business 
administration 
and manage- 


ment. My college outline also included 
courses in music and art," she said. 


After her graduation from WSU in 


1969, Pam was offered a job with the 
park district in Branford, Conn, "I en- 
joyed the work but I wanted to come 
back to the Midwest. I didn't like the 
East Coast at all because the people are 
so unfriendly. They're very cold and 
hard to get to know. At least I thought 
so, and it was difficult trying to plan rec- 
reation for unfriendly people," she said. 


"ANYWAY THE BRANFORD park 


district is small compared to tho Des 


Plaines district, and it's not as financial- 
ly sound. Most of the money was spent in 
maintaining buildings because the park 
district didn't share any facilities with 
the school district like we do here. 


"As soon as school's out for the sum- 


mer in this area, the park district moves 
in and utilizes the buildings and play- 
grounds for recreation and park district 
programs. But in Connecticut, the school 
and park districts have separate pro- 
grams," Pam explained. 


Although she's only been working for 


the Des Plaines district since May 18, 
she's no stranger to her profession' and 
she knows what needs to be done to meet 
the recreational needs of each and every 
individual in the park district. "A lot of 
hard work. The goal is always to provide 
programs for every age group, but it's a 
difficult task especially since park dis- 
trict programming has never had the pri- 
ority that it does now. 


"THE MONEY IS available now, not 


like it was years ago, to finance a varie- 
ty of programs with different age groups 
specifically in mind, and park district 
programming just has to catch up now. 
Most park districts fall short in meeting 
the needs of high school students and se- 
nior citizens," she explained. 


"Our senior citizens group is very ac- 


tive, but it would be fun to expand and 
add new programs for them. The group 
now meets twice a week plus we sched- 
ule one field trip for them each month, 
and this August, they have an opportuni- 
ty to spend three weeks in Europe on a 
tour arranged by the park district. 


"Although they seem to be kept busy, 


it would be fun to expand the program 
because they're so appreciative of every- 
thing we do for them. This is my favorite 
age group because they enjoy the pro- 
gram and they're thankful for the atten- 
tion. Without programs organized by the 
park district, they'd be sitting home," 
she explained. 


IN ADDITION TO helping the senior 


citizens, Pain's interested in starting 
programs for high school students and 
pre-school children. "Traditionally, not 
much has been planned for these age 
groups, and the need now is a very real 
one. It just takes time, and one of these 
days we'll have a teen center and expand 
our programs which will be geared espe- 
cially for them, too. 


"That's really what I hope my contri- 


butions will be in the field of recreation.

••ALTHOUGH WE have agencies in Ar- 


lington Heights, Mount Prospect and Elk 
drove Village, very few people know 
where they are located because they're 
not just Western Union offices. Most of 
them are real estate or insurance agents, 
which we've authorized as Wesetrn 
Union agents, so they can deliver mes- 
sages sent from this office," explained 
Richard Nichols, manager of the DCS 
Plaines bureau. 


Although the agencies will also relay 


messages to Des Plaines, most custom- 
ers usually call the main office which is 
the only one listed in the telephone di- 
rectory. That is, if the customer hasn't 
worn his finger down to the bone from 


dialing a "constantly busy" telephone 
number. 


"We're constantly busy here, and the 


telephone lines are never open. If a cus- 
tomer isn't successful in reaching us by 
phone, then he'll usually drive over to 
the office, which is often the case," Nich- 
ols explained. 


THE DES PLAINES office is staffed 


by 13 operators, who process about 6i» 
messages a day. Although the majority 
of wires sent or received are business 
messages, the Des Plaines office still 
handles a good share of social wires, es- 
pecially for this area. 


' ' O u r Evanston office is always 


swamped this time of year by people 
who are sending graduation telegrams to 
students at Northwestern University. But 


our social telegrams, routed through this 
office, can't compare with Evanston be- 
cause we don't have a university. 


"Most people don't send telegrams for 


high school graduations. Well, at least 
not as many as the> send for college 
commencements. Actually, I'd estimate 
that the average person sends a tele- 
gram abut knee every six months at 
most So, when an office sends about 200 
social wires a month, that's a lot," Nich- 
ols explained. 


WHEN SENDING a telegram, social or 


business, distance has no bearing — 
within the United States, that is. The cost 
is determined by the number of words in 
the text of the message. A 15-word wire 
or less costs $2.85, and it takes anywhere 


from 30 minutes to three hours to reach 
its destination. 


"When the message arrives at its des- 


tination, the Western Union operator will 
call the person by phone and read it to 
him. And then, if requested, she'll send a 
copy of the wire by mail. But if a person 
wants the telegram delivered rather than 
phoned, there's a 75-cent delivery charge 
if there's a Western Union office or agen- 
cy in the town. 


"If not, then the delivery charge is 


$3.25. About 40 cents more than the cost 
of the telegram. If someone wanted us to 
deliver a message in Prospect Heights, 
then that's what it would cost because 
we don't have an office there," Nichols 
said. 


IN 
ADDITION 
TO sending con- 


gratulatory wires, Western Union also 
sends candy-grams, dolly-grams (a Rag- 
gedy-Ann-type doll with a message) and 
money-grams. "And singing telegrams, 
too, but only in the big cities. If you send 
a singing telegram, the operator sings 
happy birthday or whatever song you'd 
like over the telephone," Nichols ex- 
plained. 


And if someone wants to send a tele- 


gram but he's at a loss for words, West- 
ern Union has a list of already-written 
messages for every occasion. All the cus- 
tomer has to do is pick the one he likes 
best. 


Western Union will send almost any 


kind of a telegram to almost any place in 
the world, with one exception: Vietnam.

degree in recreation and one in physical 
education. The recreation curriculum at 
Wisconsin State includes a little bit of 
everything from learning the basic skills 
for all sports to learning the basics in 
business 
administration and manage- 


ment. My college outline also included 
courses in music and art," she said. 


After her graduation from WSU in 


1869, Pam was offered a job with the 
park district in Branford, Conn. "I en- 
joyed the work but I wanted to come 
back to the Midwest. 1 didn't like the 
East Coast at all because the people are 
so unfriendly. They're very cold and 
hard to get to know. At least I thought 
so. and it was difficult trying to plan rec- 
reation for unfriendly people," she said. 


"ANYWAY THE BRANFORD park 


district is small compared to the Des 


Plaines district, and it's not as financial- 
ly sound. Most of the money was spent in 
maintaining buildings because the park 
district didn't share any facilities with 
the school district like we do here. 


"As soon as school's out for the sum- 


mer in this area, the park district moves 
in and utilizes the buildings and play- 
grounds for recreation and park district 
programs. But in Connecticut, the school 
and park districts have separate pro- 
grams," Pam explained. 


Although she's only been working for 


the Des Plaines district since May 18, 
she's no stranger to her profession and 
she knows what needs to be done to meet 
the recreational needs of each and every 
individual in the park district. "A lot of 
hard work. The goal is always to provide 
programs for every age group, but it's a 
difficult task especially since park dis- 
trict programming has never had the pri- 
ority that it does now. 


"THE MONEY IS available now, not 


like it was years ago, to finance a varie- 
ty of programs with different age groups 
specifically in mind, and park district 
programming just has to catch up now. 
Most park districts fall short in meeting 
the needs of high school students and se- 
nior citizens," she explained. 


"Our senior citizens group is very ac- 


tive, but it would be fun to expand and 
add new programs for them. The group 
now meets twice a week plus we sched- 
ule one field trip for them each month, 
and this August, they have an opportuni- 
ty to spend three weeks in Europe on a 
tour arranged by the park district. 


"Although they seem to be kept busy, 


it would be fun to expand the program 
because they're so appreciative of every- 
thing we do for them. This is my favorite 
age group because they enjoy the pro- 
gram and they're thankful for the atten- 
tion. Without programs organized by the 
park district, they'd be sitting home," 
she explained. 


IN ADDITION TO helping the senior 


citizens, Pam's interested in starting 
programs for high school students and 
pre-school children. "Traditionally, not 
much has been planned for these age 
groups, and the need now is a very real 
one. It just takes time, and one of these 
days we'll have a teen center and expand 
our programs which will be geared espe- 
cially for them, too. 


"That's really what I hope my contri- 


butions will be in the field of recreation. 
To try and meet as many different recre- 
ation needs as possible."

signed by the several parties involved in 
the Cambridge Hooding controversy and 
the lawsuits that have resulted from the 
flooding. 


YESTERDAY, Fred Hillman, 
vice 


president of Chesterfield Development 
Corp., the firm in charge of the system's 
construction, said work will begin within 
30 days after the agreement is signed. 


Last week, Wheeling trustees author- 


ized Village Pres. Ted Scanlon to sign 
the agreement. Hillman said his firm 
had also signed the agreement. 


Last night, Buffalo Grove's trustees 


were expected to consider a resolution 
approving the agreement, according to 
Village Atty. Richard Raysa. Raysa said 
yesterday he was going to draw up the 
resolution. 


Among the other parties who are to 


sign the agreement are Richard Brown, 
Cambridge's builder, and William Fra- 
zier, a resident of Jackson Drive whose 
property is directly behind the southeast 
corner of Cambridge. 


Once all the parties involved sign the 


agreement, Judge Daniel Covelli, in 
whose court the matter is being handled, 
is expected to issue a consent decree. 
The pending lawsuits 
then will be 


dropped, and work will go forward. 


THE AGREEMENT now being signed

Park Guards Are Hired 


A security police force to protect 


Wheeling Park District property against 
vandalism has been hired by the park 
board.

Vil- 
lage officials accepted the bids last week 
only after announcing the agreement was 
being signed. 


Village board members noted that until

The indefinite plans resulted from the 


fact that if the agreement had fallen 
through, the village would have had to 
enlarge the Husky basin to handle addi- 
tional Cambridge drainage. That drain- 
age will be handled by the sewer system 
to be installed by Cambridge. 


The Cambridge flooding has resulted in 


several lawsuits over the last four years. 
The suits were consolidated for trial pur- 
poses about 18 months ago. In a series of 
pretrial negotiations an agreement for a 
drainage system to end the flooding was 
drawn up. The system included both the 
project to be done by Chesterfield and 
the Husky retention basin.

commits the village to approving either

Tahoe development. That development 
the zoning changes of the plats for 
Tahoe, said Paul Hamer, Wheeling vil- 
lage attorney.

ROOST go on record as abhoring the re 
cent debasing of the American flag by an 
irresponsible minority of Harper College 
students, the active lack of objectivity 
displayed by a small group of Harper 
College faculty in participating in that 
activity, and the lack of moral fibre dis-

Totten said the flag at Harper flies not 


only for the students faculty and admin- 
istrators, but for the taxpayers who sup- 
port the college as well 


"Regrettable as the incident which 


triggered the action may have been, by 
statute it is the President alone who may 
order the half-staffing of the flag The 
vast majority of Harper area citizens 
support this procedure, and the college 
board does wrong if it ignores this fact 
Totten said 


THE COMMITTEEWAN also deplored

Gov Ogilvie had recommended that

Hanover Park residents will have to 


wait until the >t;ite kxfUiUue uuiitmcj 
next January to get any state aid for 
work on the west branch of the DuPage 
River. 


Sen. 
John Graham had introduced a 


measure in the spring legislative session 
to provide $2:>.00n for an engineering 
study for the west branch creek, but no 
action was taken. 


The creek, which runs through the 


Highlands and Longmeadows subdivi- 
sions in the village, regularly overflows 
during heavy ramlalls. 


The creek needs to be dredged and 


straightened, village officials feel. 


Hanover Park Mayor Richard Baker 


and village Atty. William Davies were 


prepared to go to Springfield to lobby on 
behalf of Graham's bill, but never had 
the opportunity. Village officials aren't 
pleased with the delay. 


THE BILL FOR THE study must first 


receive a favorable recommendation 
from the Illinois Division of Waterways 
before the legislative bodies act on it. 


The study funds would hopefully be 


supplemented later by state funds to pay 
for the actual work. 


A similar bill was introduced and 


passed for Poplar Creek in Hanover 
Township. It flows primarily through 
Streamwood. 


Hanover Park has engaged in a limited 


program to clean and dredge the creek 
during the past two years. 3-H Builders 


has pledged some $45,000 towards work 
on the creek. Work still remains. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS feel the biggest 


factor in the creek's flooding now is its 
path through the Fisher Farm. If the 
creek's bed were straightened and deep- 
ened, the storm waters would flow freely 
southward, rather than backing up in the 
subdivisions. The Metropolitan Sanitary 
District is seeking to add the Fisher 
property to its plant site in the village. 


In DuPage County, the river is being 


widened by the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. A dam is being built in Naperville 
and work is expected to progress to 
Army Trail Rd. But the project won't 
reach Hanover Park for four or five 
years, officials feel.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Safe as in a 


baby's crib, 'tis said. 


But a lot of persons interested in baby 


welfare are taking another long look at 
the crib and other nersery items to check 
just how safe — or how dangerous — 
they are. 


One case history: An eight-month-old 


girl, smaller than average, cried out in 
pain at a time she was supposed to be 
napping in her crib. Hurrying tc her 
room, her mother found her outside the 
crib hanging by her head and one shoul- 
der, fortunately not seriously hurt. But 
the wee one had managed to wiggle her 
legs and torso between slats of the crib's 
side. The manufacturer should have 
placed the bars closer together. 


"If the baby's body can slip through 


the spindles of a crib, there's danger of 
strangulation," says the National Safety 
Council. The head you see, is non-com- 
pressible, so in such instances baby is 
left hanging. 


EXAMINATION of hundreds of case 


histories has led to the conclusion that 
improper design of infant furniture — 


cribs, playpens, high chairs and dressing 
tables especially — plays a key role in 
thousands of serious accidents babies 
suffer each year. So reports the Safety 
a child can hook his toes into some type 
of horizontal member and boost himself 
over the top. Infants, it seems just natu- 
rally like to climb. 


The Safety Council, reporting on the 


nursery dangers in its current "Family 
Safety" publication, cited a study by Dr. 
Harvey Kravitz of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Medical School. With the assis- 
tance of a grant from the council, Dr. 
Kravitz, working with two pediatricians 
on the staff of Lutheran General Hospi- 
tal, Park Ridge, 111., found that nearly 
half the infants in his investigation fell 
from a high place — a crib, a dressing 
table, or an adult bed — during then- 
first year of life. 


WHAT'S BEING done to make furni- 


ture child-safe? The council says the fed- 
eral government, via the National Com- 
mission on Product Safety, is taking a 
close look at any item on the market that 
might be harmful. Prosecution could be 
possible under the Child Protection Act 
of 1969.

What can a parent do, while the in- 


dustry works toward safety standards 
and safer models? The Safety Council 
suggests, among other measures, always 
keep one hand on baby — pick him up 
and take him with you if the phone rings. 


Never leave baby unattended — on a 


bed, couch or dressing table. Avoid shal- 
low carriages. Use plastic infant seats 
only in the playpen or on the floor. Don't 
use an infant seat in a playpen after 
baby can stand. 


Lash the crib side to prevent it from 


falling if there's any danger of an older 
child being able to release the rail from 
outside the crib.

quality being Double A and A are ideal 
for all purposes, especially good for fr\- 
ing and poaching where appearance is 
important. Grade B eggs are good for 
general cooking and baking where ap- 
pearance is not important 


Always buy eggs from a refrigerated 


case and refrigerate them promptly at 
home, storing them large end up to help 
maintain quality.

THEME, "But What 
Can 1 


Do?," will be developed in a series of 
meetings continuing through tomorrow. 


The directors' message called upon 


Christian Scientists to bring the spirit 
and practice of true Christianity to bear 
upon local and world conditions. 


"All the police forces in the world 


aren't enough to stop the lawlessness and 
violence bent on destroying our socie- 
ty and institutions," the directors said. 
"There are no federal, state or local 
agencies that can heal racial strife. All 
the money and food in the world isn't 
sufficient to permanently eliminate po- 
verty. Pollution will never disappear un- 
til the mental attitudes which cause it 
change. 


"With all these situations we know

he quit in March with the charge 
that patronage politics was under- 
mining even thing he tried to ac- 


complish in the conservation ef- 
fort. 


Ogilvie wasted little time in 


bringing Currie into the environ- 
ment job. But it now has been five 
months 
since the conservation 


chief's job was vacated, and we 
submit that is far too long to leave 
so critical a position unattended. 


The department does have an 


acting director in Dan Malkoxicli. 
a man who has admitted he does 
not look on conservation work as a 
lifetime profession and is anxious 
to get back into private employ- 
ment.

Court Move Prudent 


There wa-> some over-reaction 


during the tumult at Northern Illi- 
nois University that apparently has 
been resolved to at least the partial 
satisfaction of all concerned. 


Magistrate Thomas Clitle this 


week officially quashed a subpoena 
served on the editor of the North- 
ern Star, NIL' campus newspaper, 
tor refusing to turn over the nega- 
tives of two pictures of demonstra- 
tions which were printed in the 
campus newspaper. 


The Northern Star editor, Ken 


Trantowski. had acquired legal 
counsel and was prepared to fight 
t h e 
subpoena, 
but 
the 
issue 


prudently was dropped. 


There was questionable judg- 


ment in the issuance of a forthwith 
subpoena in the first place. At the 
base of the issue is the con- 
stitutional protection of the free- 
dom of the press. 


Some hasty decisions were made 


in the issuance of the subpoena, de- 
cisions that should have undergone 
more objective consideration. 


It is reported that there was gen- 


eral agrement that the subpoena 
should be quashed, a somewhat 
satisfactory conclusion to a case 
that should not have been triggered 
in the first place.

No department can function tru- 


ly effectively under an acting di- 
rector. There is inevitably the feel- 
ing of treading water until a full- 
time, professional director is for- 
mally on the job, and there is the 
risk of absence of leadership and 
direction toward a department's 
goals. 


That problem is especially cru- 


cial in the department of con- 
servation, the state's guardian of 
parks, memorials, forests and rec- 
reation and conservation areas. 


These things are in tragically 


short supply in Illinois, and much 
of what there is has the appear- 
ance of shabbiness, with operation 
by poorly-trained, poor-mannered 
personnel. 


In sum, it gives credence to 


Rutherford's contention that the 
conservation 
department 
is 
a 


dumping ground for 
patronage 


hacks, with little regard for con- 
servation of natural resources, for 
making Illinois even a minimal 
recreation state, for fulfilling any 
noble aspirations. 


Illinois can't afford that, and its 


people deserve far better. But as 
long as the department of con- 
servation 
continues to be dis- 


regarded from the top on down, 
neither the state nor citizens will 
get better. 


There is little hope for any ac- 


complishment under Malkovich's 
acting directorship. He has shown 
himself, by his public pronounce- 
ments, to be either unaware of, or 
ignoring, the pitiful plight of the 
conservation department. 


His attitude was shown at a re- 


cent speech in Peoria, when he 
\\ as asked about the furor over pa- 
tronage and politics sabotaging the 
conservation effort. 


"All I can say is our system 


works." said Malkovich. "I can't 
see any harm at all in politics on 
that labor-maintenance level . . . 
The patronage system, I don't see 
it. 1 don't feel it in our place. I 
really don't, and I'm very serious, 


I know the governor has told his 
personnel man that we will do our 
own hiring. He's saying, you leave 
them alone, they're running their 
business. And we will. And we'll 
throw them a bone occasionally 
just so they're not sad all the 
time." 


That attitude simply is not very 


reassuring, and neither is Ogilvie's 
delay in naming a new con- 
servation chief. 


His office reports that a screen- 


ing committee is conducting a 
search for a new man, that it has 
talked to many candidates and will 
talk to many more, and that no 
particular target date has been set 
to fill the job. 


There is an air of casualness 


about the quest that is depressing, 
and meantime the state continues 
to flounder with a bush league con- 
servation effort. 


Ogilvie, if he is at all honest in 


his pledge to better Illinois' envi- 
ronment and recreational base, 
must get moving in the search. 


And he must know that his 


search would be far easier if he'd 
do what he has so far refrained 
from doing: pledge publicly and 
privately that he's seeking a dedi- 
cated, committed, ardent con- 
servation chief who will be given a 
free hand to do what must be done. 
Politics or not. Until then, there 
won't be any top volunteers. 
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Eye on Arlington

William Bolash is an angry, concerned, 


invigorating, exasperating, totally com- 
mitted human being who presently is fed 
up to the teeth with the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Bolash splashed into the news this 


week when he showed up at the Art Fes- 
tival carrying a sign protesting the fair 
and thus took on the cultural and aes- 
t h e t i c establishment of Arlington 
Heights. 


BOLASH WALKED around the art fair 


brandishing his sign and raising un- 
comfortable questions about the proposed 
cultural center. 


Bolash claims he was not opposed to 


the art fair itself, but to the cultural cen- 
ter which he says might be a "$5 to $6 
million white elephant." "Who in the hell 
is the cultural center going to serve?" he 
asks. "Maybe a small minority 'of 
snobs. . ." 


"There are too many other priorities in 


this village that need questioning for us 
to waste our time with a cultural cen- 
ter,'' Bolash said. 


"Let's get something done about flood- 


ing and about our schools, and about low 
income housing before we erect an edi-

fice to what some people call culture." 


Bolash wants the cultural center prop- 


erty "returned to the taxpayers" and the 
$400,000 investment made by the village 
into the property made into something 
more practical. 


"WE COULD have used this property 


for the post office," he said. "We could 
use the money to stop the constant flood- 
ing. We could do a lot of things for the 
benefit of the whole community, not just 
a few." 


Bolash claims that Arlington Heights 


cannot support 
large scale cultural 


events by itself. Golf Mill's theatre has 
closed twice, he says, and although he is 
active in the St. Viator Chorale, that or- 
ganization can't seem to get enough 
people together to make up a large au- 
dience. 


What did Bolash think of the art fair 


itself? 


"Most of it was a lot of junk," he says. 


"When you get a neon tube and run it 
through a piece of chrome and charge 
$900 for it. that's junk." 


He thought the films at the library 


were ridiculous, too. and aimed at ap- 
pealing to a select few. 


IF YOU talk to William Bolash long 


enough, you get the idea that he's had it 
with this village 


In the space of 10 minutes he con- 


demns the village board, the members of 
the Board of Local Improvements for 
being unmoved by the plight of local 
residents, and the Caucus Party system 
which provides the winning candidates 
for elections. 


Then Bolash throws a ringer at you. 
"I love this town," he says, "but I'm 


not going to let anybody tell me I can't 
raise my voice when I got something to 
say." 


Fur Flew in Great Raid

Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 


Hanrahan last week appealed to subur- 
ban newspapers to publish more crime 
news, even if it isn't local. 


"I think it's a sad commentary that 


the major news media continually dis- 
regards the significant news from this of- 
fice," said Hanrahan. 


HE SAID without adequate publicity 


there is no deterrent from criminal in- 
dictments and convictions. 


Hanrahan was probably referring to 


the Great Kitty Kat raid the state attor- 
ney's office carried out in Palatine Feb. 
20 which went unreported. 


Although it is not noted in the local 


police blotter, the Palatine raid can be 
compared with the Dec. 4 raid on a 
Black Panther apartment last year in 
which two Panthers were killed by police 
who were trying to dress them in bullets. 


The consequences in Palatine were not 


so drastic, however. 


About midnight on that February day, 


14 black state attorney's police cars 
silently crept into Palatine, fanning out 
into three subdivisions, waiting to pounce 
on Palatine's biggest criminal element. 


THE STATE attorney's office had been 


called in to get rid of the cats who have

been getting into village approved vio- 
logically nondegradable plastic garbage 
bags. 


The police, dressed in dark suits, were 


armed with 75 pounds of catnip and 45 
bags of kitty litter. The men also carried 
scratching posts, for reasons soon to be 
revealed. 


Slinking around homes, the police 


slipped 
the catnip into nooks and 


crannies where cats were likely to con- 
gregate. Then they waited. 


When the cats showed up — wham. 


They got zapped by the police who used 


the scratching posts to bop them. 


"THE CATS were purring pretty fu- 


riously," one raiding party officer said, 
adding, ''we can't afford to take chan- 
ces." 


The entire incident was hushed up be- 


cause of the furor caused when Pala- 
tine's cat owners woke up the next morn- 
ing and found cat fur all over their neat- 
ly trimmed lawns. 


To bring out the truth in the matter, a 


Chicago paper published pictures of lions 
provided by the state's attorney's office 
which, it was said, were running wild in 
the backyards of Hunting Ridge at night. 


This was followed by a television ap- 


pearance by the raiding party who re- 
enacted the raid using tamed cheetas 
and leopards. 


A federal grand jury was then con- 


vened to look into the raid and issued a 
report highly critical of the manner in 
which it was carried out. 


THAT DIDN'T bother Hanrahan who 


said, "Not one word in the grand jury 
report is critical of me personally." 


He then called a public news confer- 


ence announcing that he was transfer- 
ring a dozen of the officers who took part 
in the raid. 


Without adequate publicity there is no 


deterrent effect from criminal actions.

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Crane: Sell Israel Jets 


r S. Hep Philip M. Crane, R-13th, has 


joined otlu-r congressmen in signing a 
letter to {'resident Nixon urging the sale 
of jet planes to Israel. 


Crane, who visited the Mid-East ear- 


lier this year and called for the sale of 
jets when he returned, said he has urged 
the President to sell the jets "on several 
occasion-! " 


The letter to Nixon was signed by con- 


gressmen from both parties. It read: 


"MR. PRKS1DFNT: 
"We are writing you to express our ex- 


treme sense of urgency respecting the 
deteriorating situation in the 
Middle

"It is our deep conviction that our vital 


national interests are involved in pre- 
servini; the balance of power in the 
Middle East pending a final settlement of 
the Arab-Israeli dispute. The decision by 
the Soviet t'nion to undertake a direct 
military role in the Arab-Israeli conflict 
by flying combat planes over Egypt rep- 
resents, in our judgment, a significant 
change and a challenge to American 
strategic interests, as well as a growing 
threat to world peace. Recent Soviet 
rmnes have clearly encouraged Arab 
belligerence nncf are creating a growing 
military imbalance in favor of the Arab 
states 


"Your decision in Mpreh to defer the 


sale of additional jet combat aircraft to 
iM-ael has failed to induce the Soviet 
Union to exercise reciprocal restraint 
with respect to the arming of the UAR 
and the other Arab states On the con- 
trary, the Soviet t'nion has taken the un- 
precedented step of overtly involving an 
increasing number of its own military 


personnel in a state far from its own bor- 
ders. 


"We believe, Mr. President, that the 


United States should now announce its 
intention to provide Israel with the air- 
craft so urgently needed for its defense. 
This action would serve as a credible re- 
sponse to the reckless Soviet escalation 
of the Mideast conflict. We feel that the 
strengthening of Israel's military posture 
at this time is the best guarantee against 
the outbreak of major hostilities. 


"We also suggest prompt consultations 


with our NATO allies because of the dan- 
gers posed to their own security by the 
Soviet build-up in the Middle East.

These sieps would demonstrate to the So- 
viet Union that we do not intend to abdi- 
cate our responsibilities in the Middle 
East, as well as our earnest desire for 
peace." 


Propose Juvenile 
Court in Suburbs 


Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 


Hanrahan has asked Chief Judge John S. 
Boyle of the Circuit Court of Cook County 
to arrange for the hearing of juvenile 
court matters one day a week in each of 
the five districts surrounding the city of 
Chicago. 


In making his request, Hanrahan said 


that although one-third of the juveniles 
within Cook County live in the suburbs, 
all juvenile cases must now be sent for 
hearing to the present Juvenile Court at 
Roosevelt Road and Ogden Avenue in 
Chicago. 


Hanrahan quoted statistics to demon- 
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strate the inconvenience and impractical- 
ity of the present procedure and said 
that it undoubtedly results in many, 
many juvenile matters being "adjusted" 
in suburban police stations rather than 
being adjudicated in court. 


Hanrahan gave the following reasons 


for his proposal: 


—The fact that one-third of the juvenile 


population in Cook County (more than 
525,000 youngsters) live in Cook County 
suburbs; 


—THE NUMBER OF cases heard by 


each of the nine judges presently as- 
signed to the Juvenile Court is about the 
same as the present number of matters 
referred to the Juvenile Court from the 
suburbs. (In 1969, each juvenile court 
judge sitting in Chicago heard about 
2,900 matters, whereas a total of 2,200 
juvenile matters was referred to the 
court from the suburbs.) 


The number of matters heard in the 


Juvenile Court in 1969 represented an in- 
crease of more than 40 per cent over 
1968, placing an almost impossible physi- 
cal burden upon already overtaxed, anti- 
quated, inadequate facilities at the Juve- 
nile Court. (Almost 26,000 matters in 
1969, as against 18,000 in 1968.) 


Suburban police officials and other per- 


sons directly associated with and inter- 
ested in juvenile matters have repeated- 
ly supported and urged the establishing 
of juvenile court hearings in the suburbs. 


HANRAHAN SUGGESTED a "circuit 


riding team" consisting of a juvenile 
court judge, a clerk, an adjudicator, a 
public defender, an assistant state's at- 
torney and other necessary personnel, 
spend one day each week holding juve- 
nile court in each of the five suburban 
districts. 


All juvenile matters originating in that 


district would be heard there by the "cir- 
cuit riding" judge. The personnel as- 
signed to the "team" would come from 
those having prior experience in the pre- 
sent juvenile court. 


Hanrahan emphasized the need for 


bringing to local attention both the varie- 
ty and volume of juvenile court matters, 
with the expectation that the new proce- 
dure would increase public interest and 
lead to improved efforts at reducing 
juvenile crime and delinquency. 


"Holding juvenile court hearings in the 


suburbs will further demonstrate the de- 
termination of the Circuit Court of Cook 
County to remain the most progressive 
and the most efficient in both Illinois and 
the country," Hanrahan said.
